Washington, D. C., July 16.—({Special.J— 
The United States either must act to com- 
pose the situation in Mexico or give foreign 
governments the right to take such meas- 
ures for the protection of their citizens and 
interests in the disturbed country as they 
may deem advisable. 

Confronted by these horns of an interna~ 
tional dilemma, the president authorized 
Becretary of State Bryan today to call Am- 
bassador Henry Lane Wilson to Washington 
for a conference. The ambassador undoubt- 
edly will recommend recognition of the 
Huerta government on the ground that it 
has shown ability to maintain itself in power 
and is the only force to which foreign gov- 
ernments can look to protect their citizens 
and interests. 

To take such action, however, would be 
to violate the principle enunciated early in 
his administration by the president, that as 
@ basis for intercourse with Latin American 
states he would insist upon governments 
set up on orderly processes and not upon 
arbitrary and irregular forces. 


Huerta’s Control Limited. 

Not only is this principle sound in theory, 
but the actual conditions in Mexico, accord- 
ing to the view here, justify its observance 
in practice. Peace by no means-prevailsin 
Mexico. Huerta, who grasped the reins of 


power from the hands of the murdered Ma- 
'dero, has been able to hold the capital and 
* to maintain his grip on the central states of 


the republic. But his forces have been beat+ 
en again and again in the northern tier of 
states, where the constitutionalists have 
been operating under the direction of Gen. 
Carranza. 

Huerta claims if given a chance he will 
@atablish peace and order... He bitterly com- 


* plains that as a result of the refusal of the 


United States to grant his government récog- 
nition the malcontents have been encour- 
aged to continue their opposition to him. 
There is little doubt he has given encourage- 
ment to various moves designed to force 
favorable action by this government, and if 
the truth about the anti-American deinon- 
Strations dn the Mexican capital could be 
established it is believed it would be found 


that Huerta or his agents were at the bottom /| 


of them. 


Has American Envoy’s Sympathy. 

It is known Ambassador Wilson is in fuji 
Sympathy with the desire of Huerta for 
American recognition. Immediately after 
the Huerta régime was established the am- 
bassador extended his “ congratulations to 
the new constitutional president of Mexico,” 


. and recommended that it be recognized. His 


recommendation was disapproved by the 
president and secretary of state, who could 
not stomach the conditions under which 
Huerta entered into power. 

When Mr. Wilson reaches Washington he 
May be asked to detail all the circumstances 
connected with the part he played in relation 
to the downfall of Madero and just what he 
did, if anything, to assure Huerta of the 
friendship of the United States. 

Moreover, the ambassador is likely to be 
questioned in reference to his conferences 
with other diplomatic representatives in the 
Mexican capital. It would be interesting to 
Know who suggested to the foreign diplomats 
that they call the attention of the United 
States to the Mexican situation with a view 
of obtaining from it a declaration of policy. 
Germany is said to have acted as the spokes- 
Man of the powers. 


; Would Await Fall Elections. 

At this moment the president is disinclined 
to recognize the Huerta government, but he 
May be converted, though this is doubtful, 
by the representations which will be made 
te him by Ambassador Wilson. He would 
Prefer to wait until the presidential elections, 
Which will be held in October. If Huerta 
Should then be the ostensible choice of the 
people, the government which he would set 
Up would be within the view expressed by 
the president, as established in accordance 
With “orderly process.”

United Societies Starts Organ- 
ization of State Feminine 
Party with Many ‘Locals,’ 


‘WETS’ DON’T FEAR SUFFRAGE 


“Wives and Daughters of Our Mem- 
bers Will Ballot with Us,” 
Neumann Asserts. 


PROPAGANDA EMBRACES ILLINOIS 


When the woman suffrage propaganda be- 
gan to pick up strength the opposition raised 
one specific objection. It was declared the 
bulk of women voters would be those enlisted 
by the on interests und the advance of 
the cause of temperance would be impeded 
rather then aided. 

Yesterday it became known the United 
Societies for Local Self-Government has 
started in Chicago the organization that was 
foregeen, and are attempting to enlist the 
wives and daughters of their huge member- 
ship in the fight for’ personal liberty.” 


According to Leopold Neumann, chief er- 


ganizer of the United Societies, the cam- 


| paign has reached such a stage that it can 


be carried through to success on any loca! 
issue on one month’s notice. 


Not “Afraid of Suffrage.” 

“ Afraid of groman suffrage?’ said Neu- 
manm ‘I should say not. I’m glad we have 
it. Instead of 180,000 votes we will have 
500,000 at the next election. The women in 
the families of our members will be with us, 
and they'll vote, too.” 

The organization boasts 755 individual so- 
cieties of men. As an adjunct to each it Is 
planned to organize a woman's club, In ad- 
dition the propaganda will be pushed througb 
existing clubs, mainly of womiénh of foreign 
birth. 

But the plan !s not to stop with the women 
of foreign birth. It is asserted there are 
women ranking in“the more prominent liter- 
ary clubs who will be enlisted and will aid 
in the organization work. Thus far these 
women have not publicly announced them- 
selves. 

“ Why, I spoke for woman suffrage back 
in 1896,"" said Neumann. “ lamin favor of it, 
and I'm glad women have the vote. They 
ought to have office, too, and I'll do my best 
to give it to them. Ifa woman with a good 
political record wants to run we'll put her 
up just as quickly as we would a man for 
the same office.” ) 


“Liberal Woman’s Party” Aim. 

An executive board meeting was held Mon- 
day and Neumann named as head of the 
organization committee. With him are A. 
D. Wiener and Dr. John Kercher. Women 
are to be added to the committee as soon as 
the outline of the campaign is made up. A 
“liberal woman's party "’ is the aim. 

Robert J. Halle, editor of the Champion, 
organ of the Illinois Liquor Dealers’ Pro- 
tective association, is as optimistic over the 
prospects as is Neumann. He remarked he 
was not at all afraid of woman suffrage. He 
pointed to the prohibition vote of last year 
and what he claims is the vote in the con‘rol 
of the societies—five or six times as great. 

“Why should I be afraid?’’ he asked. 
“The mothers and daughters are going to 
vote just as the men of the family do. They'll 
do it to keep peace in the family. Voting is 
like going to church. A woman will generally 
go to the same church as her husband.” 


Promises Husbands to Girls. 

** How about the unmarried women? ” 

** We'll get husbands for them,” said Halle 
cheerfully. ‘‘I am not disturbed. I am told 
we will have 250 women’s organizations in 
town as a nucleus for tlie liberal woman's 
party.” 

The recently issued annual report of the so- 
cieties includes a digest of the work of the 
political action committee, It is mentioned 
that in the last aldermanic fight twenty-nine 
candidates were recommended, and of them 
twenty-six were elected. Of the fifty-seven 
recommended as members of the lower house 
forty-seven were elected. Maclay Hoyne and 
Anton J. Cermak were recommended for 
state’s attorney and municipal court bailiff 
and elected.

‘* Needless to say, the many bills intro- 
duced in both houses of the legislature in 
Springfield, inimical to the cause of personal 
liberty, like the county option bill, residen- 
tial prohibition bill, the Woodard bill asking

WOMEN DIVIDE CENSURE. 


Mrs. Minona 8. Fitts Jones’ “ jury,” or 
“civic council" of women which has been 
“trying Judge William Fenimore Cooper 
for alleged maladministration of justice in 
casés involving women and children, re 
turned its verdict last evening. The verdict 
is as follows: 

In the comments on all these cases the 
Criminal court of Cook county in its en- 
tirety is considered with respect to the 
miscarriage of justice in these cases. 

No single judge by himself is considered | 
for the reason that he is a part of the 
entire court which is composed of a num- | 
ber of judges. 

If this court does not sanction the ac- 
tion of one of its members it is the duty 
of the court in its entirety to protect so- 
‘clety and not allow the state's interests 
to be sacrificed. 


‘“Massmeeting” Numbers 28. 

The verdict was returned at a “ mass 
meeting’’ held in the south parlor of the 
Auditorium hotel. At the time when the 
parlor was most crowded twenty -eight wom 
en were massed there. There were also five 
men, including Mrs. Minona 8.

Mrs. Lucille Holmes then read the bill of 
rights. 

The reading of the report of the “ jury” 
then ensued. Of the fifty-three cases in 
which it has been alleged Judge Cooper was 
derelict in his duty, only four were oon- 
sidered. Mrs. McKee, who did the reading, 
did not flinch from any of the facts. There 
was an infinite variety of them, and they 
were not designed for mixed company.

The man was arrested, but the fact was 
hushed up. 

It ie reported that when the queen heard 
of it she was prostrated with anxiety and 
sobbed for hours, repeatedly saying that the 
royal family must leave the country, and that 
a bill now before the storthing virtually 
puts a premium on Olaf’s head. 

That bill provides that if the king and the 
queen die without a male heir Norway shall 
become a republic.

Pearl String Valued at $625,- 
000 Disappears Between 
Paris and London.

‘LLOYDS OFFER. REWARD. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

LONDON, July 16.—The theft of a pearl 
necklace valued at $625,000, which vanished 
while in transit by mail from Paris to Lon- 
don, is engaging the attention of fifty of the 
best detectives of Scotland Yard, to whom 
the matter was reported today by the owner 
of the jewels, Max Mayer, a Hatton Garden 
diamond merchant. 

Lloyds, with whom the string was insured 
for $626,000, offered a reward of $50,000 to- 
night for information leading to the arrest 
and conviction of the persons responsible for 
the loss of the jewels. 

The necklace !s described as consisting of 
sixty-one graduated pearls weighing 1,259 
grains. ‘The center pearl weighs 47 1-16 
grains, and thetwo terminal pearis 11 1-16 and 
10% grains. One round pearl weighs twemy- 
seven grains. 


Finest in Existence. 

Scotland Yard detectives say the necklace 
is the finest in existence, the pearis being 
of magnificent gradation and pink hue. Their 
value lies not only in their size, but in the 
manner in which they are matohed. The 
necklace was made up to Mayer's order. He 
took infinite pains to find gems of the right 
gradation. 

A diamond dealer who has been thirty 
years in the business says it is the finest 
necklace he ever saw, and is worth more 
than the sum for which it was insured. 

Mayer has an office in Paris and the neok- 
lace was sent from there last night. A 
postman delivered a registered package at 
Mayer's home at 8:30 this morning. 


Contains Only Sugar. 

The package bore the Paris postmark arfa 
French stamps and on the back Mayer's 
initials were stamped. The housekeeper took 
the package, in Mayer's absence, signed for 
it, and placed the package inthe safe. When 
Mayer arrived at his house at 10:80 he opened 
it and found only pleces of sugar of the 
same weight as the necklace. The seals 
showed no signm of having been tampered 
with. 

The sugar is of French manufacture, and 
this leads to the supposition that the theft 
was accomplished on the other side of the 
channel. 


Mayer’s Agent Hurries to London.

“A letter of March 21, 1908, to Schwedtman 
is the first intimation the latter had of Mul- 
hall’s ambitions to place a man in the next 
Republican cabinet. 

After telling of assurances from Senator 
Etkins of West Virginia he launched into in- 
cidents of the Cole campaign in Ohio which 
put him in touch with Arthur Vorys, Taft's 
pre-convention manager. 

“ After this meeting was over,” Mulhall 
wrote, “Mr. Cole was very anxious to have 
me meet Mr. Arthur J. Vorys, Secretary 
Taft's political manager. We talked over 
Secretary Taft’s stand on injunction legis- 
lation. Mr. Vorys assured me that the sec- 
retary was just as strong as he ever was 
regarding those laws and was not in favor 
of amending them. He also stated that Mr. 
Taft stood for what our people wished, a 
tariff commission. 

“TI told Mr. Vorys that there were two 
things our people wanted. One was that we 
wished representation. on the next national 
campaign committee, and the other was that 
our members clearly felt that they were en- 
titled to a.member in the next cabinet. 


Winning Game of Politics, 
“Mr. Vorys and Mr. Cole fully agreed with 
me on those matters and he positively stated 
that Mr. Van Cleave and yourself could name 


any man you wished placed on the next 


campaign committee, and providing Mr. Taft 
was nominated he knew it would be an easy 
matter for our organization to name a mem- 
ber of the cabinet. 

“TI feel fully convinced that I have played 
a stiff and winning game of politics. Mr. 
Vorys is very anxious to get into communi- 
cation with the president and yourself, and 
he wanted to know the best way to reach 
Mr. Van Cleave and you.”’ 

Subsequently Mulhall and Vorys met at 
dinner, and ‘later, as the correspondence 
shows, Vorys and Van Cleave met several 
times.

U. P. DENIES LAMAR CHARGES. 

New York, July 16,—The executive com- 
mittee of the Union Pacific railroad issued a 
statement tonight in reply to the charge 
made by David Lamar, the Wall street 
operator, before the senate lobby investi- 
gating committee that an $82,000,000 forgery 
had been committed on the books of the 
Union Pacific road in 1901. 

The statement says that Thomas Gibson, 
upon two of whose “‘ market letters '’ Lamar 
said he had based his charge, ‘‘ disavows any 
connection with Lamar,” and “ acknowl- 
edges the error of his former statements. 


Accuser Convinced of Wrong. 

“The committee made public a recent 
letter received from Gibson in which he said 
that while he had characterized the balance 
sheets of the Union Pacific as of June 30, 
1901, as “ dubious bookkeeping,’’ he was now 
convinced that this characterization was 
wrong. 

*“*I consider it my duty to withdraw that 
statement,’’ Gibson's letter read. 

The committee also made public a letter 
from a firm of public accountants saying 
Gibson's use of the term “ dubious bookkeep- 
ing’ was “entirely unwarranted” and 
“based upon an entire misapprehension of 
the accounts,’’ and that the balance sheet of 
1901 “ correctly stated the true position of 
the Union Pacific system towards the pub- 
lic by eliminating from: both sides of the 
balance sheet ail stocks and bonds not held 
by the public.

Mrs. Wright's argument is that no person 
who ever has been connected with the order 
of the Jesuits could forget his oath of al- 
legiance, and, therefore, could not be a true 
Christian Scientist. It is denied, however, 
that Mr. Verrall ever was connected with 
the Jesuits.

Speech of Denunciation. 

Suddenly a small woman dressed in pink 
and white with a dainty theatér cap stood up 
and, in a voice that. shook with emotion, 
said: 

**I denounce the first reader, Mr. Verrall. 
I denounce him as a member of the society 
of the Jesuits, and I challenge him to refute 
the charge. I challenge him to prove his in- 
nocence. I call on this congregation and 
every follower of Mrs. Eddy to aid me in 
the fight for the church and for righteous- 
ness over the power of evil.” 

Then she sat down. The speech was short, 
but it caused men and women. to gasp with 
astonishment. There was comfusion through- 
out the church, but H. Corfiell Wilson quick- 
ly rose and began to tell of how Christian 
Science had cured him of pneumonia and 
had helped him break the tobacco habit. The 
remainder of the meeting was quiet.

When he sees something listed 
for sale he clips it, then addreeses the ad- 
vertiser with a lot of literatura, and “ fol. 
lows up” either personally or through one of 
his agents. The advertiser is told “ what 
poor mediums the newspapers are’’ and how 
“ our waiting list of customers containg the 
names of eeveral moneyed persons who are 
lying awake nights hankering for such bar. 
gains.’ 

Of courage, the advertiser wanta a quick sale, 
as sickness or death are the usual causes for 
desiring a change, and the glib tongued indi- 
vidual seldom quits before he has the adver- 
tiser signed up to an airtight contract prom- 
ising "‘ the ferret” 10 per cent commission. 
But the trouble te not here, for few of the 
ferretB ever come around to enforce the con- 
tract. The catch isinthe “ hand money,” the 
$5 or 810 the caller has been able to talk the 
victim out of, a fee which ip split 85 per cent 
for the agent and 66 per cent for the firm. 


Told Cannot Find Buyer. 

In many cases where the victim becomes 
uneasy and is fortunate enough to locate 
“the ferret” again, he or she ile told “ we 
are advertising your property, and it’s not 
our fault becaure we don’t find buyers.” 
That naturally shocks the victim, for she 
begins to understand that “ the ferret” at 
best hag no different means for disposing of 
her property than she has, and that her 
money to ‘the ferret’’ was a pure gift. 

Here is the widow's story: “T advertised 
my flat in Tae Trreuwep last April, and this 
man Hardenburgh responded, said he had 
been employed by Van Norman for six- 
teen years, that they had the best selling 
facilities in the world, and that he would 
guarantee the sale of my flat ina week orten 
days. I gave him $5, and that was the last 


| I heard of him. They never even sent any 
| one to look at the place. 


“ Twice I called at the office and found it 
locked and repeatedly I phoned without suc- 
cess: Finally I-foun@ Van Norman. Hie 
tacti¢s were bilidozing. Five dollars is @ 
big sum for me to lose, but I'll stand that 
lose if only I can warn other poor people 
from being similarly beaten.’’ 


Associated: Several Years. 

For several years Van Norman and Har- 
denbergh were associated at 1664 West Mad- 
ison street under the firm name of G. Mec- 
Cormick & Co. Van,Norman, who was gen- 
erally conceded to be the sole owner of the 
firm, sold out and moved to the Hartford 
building on May 1. At the Madison street 
address, fellow tenants asserted, there was 
frequent trouble over that “' first fee,” and 
when the victims put up a troublesome argu- 
ment it was refunded. 

But the saloon business has been none too 
brisk lately, and Van Norman, when seen, 
refused to refund the poor widow's money. 

“Why don’t you return this woman’s 
money. You didn’t sell her property, and, 
she says, didn't even advertise it,” suggested 
the reporter. 

‘Because the contract specifies that the 
fee ig not te be returned,"’ Van Norman re- 
plied.

EXPLAINS 


‘Speaker Clark Asserts He Lee- 


tures During Reeesses

Washington:' D. C., July 16.—[ Special. |— 
The| profitable lecture tours of Secretary of 
State William Jennings Bryan and his own 
statements regarding them, continued to be 
a prime topic of gossip in political circles 
here|itoday. Mr. Bryan had explained to the 
president and to his colleagues in the cabinet 
the reascns which induced him to resume 
These reasons are 
similar to those set forth in his published 
statements. 

He feels he is not being justly treated by 
the press, for today, apropos of the Mexican 
situation, he said: ‘‘The newspaper men 
might have assumed that my lecture dates 
would not interfere with official business, 
indtead of assuming that they would. All my 
lecture dates were made subject to cancella- 
tion.” 

It will be interesting to see if Mr. Bryan 
will be in Washington when Henry Lane 
Wilson, ambassador to Mexico, arrives here 
to discuss the Mexican situation with the 
president. 


Lectures to Avert Poorhouse. 

Some members of congress who somefimes 
fail to answer to the roll call, and who have 
their names prominently displayed in lec- 
ture bureau circulars, could not be found 
today. 

Speaker Clark, however, who has been 
making addresses at Chautauquas for years, 
was quite ready to discuss the propriety of a 
publie official indulging in the remunera- 
tive recreation offered by the lecture plat- 
form. 

“I give lectures only when congress is not 
in session,’’ said Mr. Clark. “ My purpose is 
to lay by sométhing for my ald age and Keep 
me from going to the poorhouse.” 

The speaker said that in the eighteen years 
that he has been on the public lecture plat- 
form he has refused hundreds of engage- 
ments that conflicted with his duties in con- 
gress. . 

“Every contract I make contains two 
clauses,’ he said. ‘“‘ One is that my lecture is 
subject to the exigencies of the public serv- 
ice, which means that I will not leave my 
duties here to go lecturing avout while con- 
gress is in session.” 

The other clause, he explained, was that 
he would not accept pay for lectures given ip 
the state of Missouri. 


Bristow Assails Him as Sordid. 

Senator Bristow of Kansas declared today 
that Becretary Bryan’s justification of his 
profitable lecture tour is a sordid view of the 
government ‘service and that he is absenting 
himself from his department at a time when 
his close atiention is needed in matters of im- 
portante. 

“ Suppose George Washington had regard- 
ed hig services for his country from the same 
point, pf view,” said Bristow, ‘I wonder 
where |we would be today. No one has ever 
attained to high service for the United Staves 
venga making personal sacrifices of some 
kind.’’

MEN TO MAKE REPLY TODAY.

Leaders Also Fear Stipulation That

New York. July 16.—Possible complications 
in the proposed arbitration of the dispute be- 
tween the eastern rd@ilroads and their con- 
ductors and trainmen developed tonight 
when the conference committee of managers 
submitted a list of demands which they insist 
must be arbitrated together with the men’s 
demands for increased wages. 

Fears were expressed that this move by 
the railroads might delay or even prevent 
arbitration of the diapute under the New- 
lands bill passed by congress and signed by 
President Wilson yesterday. 4 

The men announced they would issue a 
reply tomorrow. 

May Not Yield Demand. 

At the joint meeting this afternoon node- 
cision was reached, so far as announcement 
was mede, as to whether the trainmen pur- 
pose to yield to the railroads’ demand that 
“all questione”’ of dispute be submitted to 
arbitration. This demand constitutes one of 
the most uncertain points in the controversy, 
as the trainmen regard it with anxiety and 
may bitterly oppose granting it. 

Ask Immediate Mediation. 

The telegram sent to President Wilson 
reads in part: 

“The conductors and trainmen and the 
conference committee of managers of the 
eastern roads are jointly desirous of the 
immediate services of the board of mediation 
and conciliation as called for in the New- 
lands amendment to the Erdman act and 
should be giad if the commissioner of media- 
tion and conciliation would advise us imme- 


diately upon his confirmation in order that 


we might take up the matter with him.” 


JAPS GET YANKEE REPLY 
TO LAST TWO LAND NOTES. 


Response Said to Be So Framed as to 
Wipe Out Most of Nippon’s Conten- 
tions Regarding Law. 


Washington, D. C., July 16.—The American 
reply to the last two Japanese notes on the 
California anti-alien land law was delivered 
today by Secretary Bryan to Ambassador 
Chinda, who at once cabled it to Tokio. 

There is some expectation in official circles 
that the delivery of the last note will con- 
clude the negotiations on this subject be- 
tween the two countries, for the present, at 
least, if not altogether. 

It is declared that the American reply to 
the various points of objection to the Cali-, 
fornia legislation has been made so complete 
as to remove most of them from the field of 
discussion. 

Even in cases where the Japanese conten- 

tions have mot been manifestly completely 
negatived, the expert diplomats are said to 
have so framed their responses as to reduce 
the peints to clear issues which probably can 
be adjusted only on the basis of judicial de- 
cisions. 
«Unless the Japanese foreign office con- 
cludes that there is something in the Ameri- 
can note delivered today requiring imme- 
diate attention and? reply, probably there will 
be no further diplomatic,exchange for at 
least another month. 


Japs Denied Refreshments. 

Pasadena, Cal., July 16.—[Special.]—A com- 
plaint:- has been made to the Pasadena board 
of trade against the Chocolate Shop, a fash- 
ionable Pasadena concern, alleging that an 
employé refused to serve refreshments to 
a party of prominent Los Angeles business 
men because they were accompanied by two 
distinguished Japanese. The board of trade 
will look into the matter.

Turks and Roumanians Push 


Occupation to Have Voice 
in Settlement. 


CONFIRM SERES’ 


SACKING. 


Austrian Consul Asserts Atroci- 
ties Charged to Ferdinand’s 
Troops Are True, 


LONDON, July 16—Both Turkey and Rou- 
mania are rapidly pushing the occupation of 
as much Buigarian territory as possible, not 
with a view to pefmanent occupation, but in 
order |to procure for themselves a weightier 
voice in the final seftiement. 

King Charles of Roumania has gone to 
join his army headquarters. ‘The Turks 
have occupied uleburgas, Bunarhissar, and 
Visa, and are marching toward Kirk Kil- 
kish. The Greek army has occupied Nevro- 
kop. 


Roumanians Near Sofia, 

The Roumanians are advancing on Vratza, 
forty miles from Sofia. They are reported to 
have already occupied Plevna and Varna. 

A report from Sofia says M. Malinoff, the 
Democratic leader, who was premier in 1908; 
has been appointed premier to succeed Dr. 
Daneff at the head of. a cabinet representing 
all political parties. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg says Rus- 
sia has notified Servia and Greece that if 
their claims are excessive Russian mediation 
becomes useless. It is added that the powers 
are not more likely than Russia to allow Bul- 
garia to be crushed. 

The Servian and Greek premiers have 
held a meeting at Uskup and are agreed as 
to the terms to be imposed on Bulgaria. 


Confirms Massacres by Bulgars. 

SALONIKI, July 16—Full confirmation of 
the reported sacking and burning of the 
Macedonian town of Seres by the fleeing 
Bulgarian troops and of the crucifixion, hack- 
ing to death or burning alive mahy inhab- 
itants has been sent to the Austro-Hungar- 
lan government by Consul General gugust 
Kral of Saloniki. 

Three-fourths of the formerly flourishing 
town of about 30,000 inhabitants is a mass 
of smoking ruins, says the consul general, 
who has just returned here from eres, 
where he thoroughly investigated the situa- 
tion. 


Tell of Doiran Massacre. 

Another horrifying story of massacre 
reached here today from Doiran, a town forty 
miles to the northwest of Saloniki. 

Mussulmans thére have made a written dee- 
laration, countersigned by three local Bul- 
garian priests, that the Bulgarians slaugh~ 
tered 80,000 Mussulmans who had sought 
refuge in Doiran from the surrounding dis- 
tricts. 


Bulgars Sink Five Boats, 
BUCHAREST, July 16.—The Bulgarians 
have sunk three steamers and two torpedo 
boats in the Danube to prevent them from 
falling into the hands of the Roumaniahs.

WANT PULMOTORS AT BEACHES 


Aldermen on Health Committee 
Make Recommendation. 


STRICT REGULATION IS AIM. 


Dr. Young Suggests General Improve- 
ments; Ordinance Is Planned. 


Greater safety for patrons of bathing 
beaches was demanded yesterday by the city 
council committee on health. It is proposed 
to require that every beach in the city be 
equipped with pulmotor or some similar de- 
vice for creating artificial respiration. 

The subject was brought up by Chairman 
Willis O. Nance’s order for the equipment 
of the city’s two patrol boats with such de- 
vices and his recommendation that the com- 
mittee consider the advisability of placing 
them at the two public beaches and in the 
police stations throughout the city. Since 
presenting the subject to the council he had 
constlted members of the police and law de- 
partments and was prepared with an order 
for revivers at the beaches and the ten po- 
lice stations having ambulances. 


Dr. Young Cites Needs, 

This plan was approved and then Health 
Commissioner Young emphasized the neces- 
sity for better general regulation over pri- 
vate beaches. 

“In any number of cases,’’ he said, “ lives 
could: have been saved if beaches had had 
the proper equipment for resuscitation; but 
they also are lacking in a number of other 
requisites. The present regulations are en- 
tirely inadequate. They are crude. 

‘* For example, many of the beaches have 
no telephones. If they were compelled to 
install an emergency telephone covered with 
glass that could be broken in case of an acci- 
dent we would be a step ahead. Then, while 
life savers may be employed, there is no re- 
quirement that they must be fitted for their. 
work.” 


Plan General Ordinance, 

Dr. Young and Chief Surgeon Hunt of the 
police department were requested to take up 
| with the law. department the preparation of 
a general ordinance for the reguletion of 
beaches, including a provision for the instal- 
lation of pulmotors or similar devices. 

One of the anti-noise subcommittee’s ordi- 
nances was recommended tor passage. It was 
the measure prohibiting vessels in the river 
from using whistles that can be heard for 
more than a quarter of a mile under ordinary 
weather conditions. This will require al 
most ali the large boats to install a second 


whistle.

PARTIES IN SUIT FLAILED. 


Judges Refusing to Expunge Records 
Find Collusion. 


Judges Jesse A. Baldwin, Thomas G. 
Windes, and Oscar BE. Heard of Freeport, 
sitting en banc, yesterday denied the mo- 
tion of the state's attorney to expunge the 
records in the Guggenheim divorce case. The 
judges found that the decree was secured 
through criminal fraud and collusion and 
ordered the state's attorney to start criminal 
prosecution of gjl parties to the fraud. Mr. 
Hoyne said he will present the case to the 
grand jury at the earliest possible time. 

On the two principles involved in the mo- 
tion —whether the court had a right to vacate 
any decree after the term of court in which it 
was enteged had elapsed, and whether jus- 
tice required that the decrees be vacated, the 
judges ruled that the court has an inherent 
right to protect itself from fraud, and that 


fraud and collusion were practiced in pro- 
curing the divorce. 


Suggest Action to Hoyne. 

The decision suggested that the state's at- 
torney file a bill of review prdying for relief 
and thereby giving parties not appearing in 
the present records an opportuntty to appeer. 
The state's attorney’s reply to this suggestion 
is that the statute of limitations makes i+ 
impossible. 

The court further suggested that the state's 
attorney go into the Appellate court and join 
in the appeal being taken there by Mrs. Grace 
Guggenheim Wahl, the défendant, who is 
seeking to set aside the divoree which wes 
granted her in 1901. 

“ As to prosecuting the parties who may 
have been guilty of fraud or collusion,” said 
State’s Attorney Hoyne, ‘“‘the statute of

THE MEXICAN PROBLEM. 

It is reported at Washington that our 
government has been asked by a European 
government for a definite statement of what 
we are going to do with Mexico. It is hinted 
that the note comes from England, but this 
is yet to be verified. 

England, it would seem to us in America, 
is in a very poor position to demand action or 
pledge from the United States. The Liberal 
government, contrary to the best Liberal 
traditions, it appears to us, has given recog- 
nition to a military dictator whose authority 
is derived from a coup d’état of exception- 
ally detestable character. If the information 
obtainable in the United States is reason- 
ably accurate, the Huerta régime has no 
moral claim upon the recognition or favor of 
any nation devoted, as England and the 
United States are presumed to be, to con- 
stitutionalism. It can justify itself only by 
results. 

Well, we in America are waiting for re- 
sults. The British government, on the con- 
trary, hastened to get its seal of approval 
on Huerta‘in advance of results. It has 
given him the prestige of its acceptance, and 
thereby enabled him to borrow a consider- 
able sum of money.; Let England appeal to 
him, not to us. 

France,'Spain, Austria, Japan, and Rus- 
sia are in the bame boat. Germany and 
Italy have refused recognition, and are in 
a better position to ask our intentions, if 
not demand them. 

There is no international duty upon us to 
pull the chestnuts of Messrs. Pearson & Co, 
out of the fire they have meddled with, and 
the equally large interests of American in- 
vestors will not be allowed, we believe, to 
involve ue in the heavy cost in money and 
life of intervention. 

There has been a good deal of loose talk 
about our duties under the Monroe doctrine 
which ought to be sharply corrected. The 
Monroe doctrine cannot become a factor in 
the Mexican situation until some foreign 
power attempts to acquire territory of Mex- 
ico or to set up a monarchical form of gov- 
ernment there. | 

Our .right, interests, and responsfbilitieg, 
in the absence of such acts of aggression, are 
on the same plane as those ofjother nations, 
save as intefnational custom and equity 
recognize the special] interest of any nation 
in conditions affecting neighboring territory 
or nations. |

| CLEAN MILK. 
LL is not gold that glitters.” 
Not all white substances are 
clean.: The cleanest appearing 
| of all foods—virgin white milk 
—is the dirtiest of all foods, 
a eat a good deal of dirt with safety 
if it has been cooked, but raw dirt is dan- 
gerous. If one can eat a peck of dirt with 
| safety it must be cooked dirt. 
| Dint gets into milk from the milke’s 
hands, from. the cow’s udder, from the 
| swish of the cow’s tail, from the milk pails 
and milk cans, from the air of the stable, 
and from any faulty handling after it leaves 
the farmer. 

Simple procedures are all that are neces- 
sary to keep the dirt down to emall propor- 
tions. They are clean hands, clean udder, 
and clean pails and cans. 

Clean hands and clean udders require just 
a little time and some soap and water. Ab- 
solutely clean paile and cans require steam 
under pressure, and this will not be avail- 
able for the farmer unless he can persuade 
the factory to doit for him. If the factory 
will sterilize the cans the farmer need not 
expose them to the dust, aid, and gun as he 
‘must do now. to keep them from stinking. 

There is one other necessity that the 
farmer should meet and that ie the use of the 
small mouthed milk pail. 
~~ 


A consumer who uses milk from a smaH 
dealer can form a fair idea of the cleanl:- 
ness of milk production by looking for dirt 
in the milk at the bottom of the bottle. The 
consumer who buys milk from a large deal- 
er cannot judge by this method, because it 
is the custom among large dealers to filter 
the dirt out before bottling the milk. 

Even a better method is to filter a pint of 
milk. Milk will filter slowly through or- 
dinary filter paper, particularly if it is well 
warmed. It will filter better through a 
pledget of absorbent cotton placed in a 
funnel, The dirt left behind -will show up 
plainly on the paper or the cotton. 

~~ 

One of the most effective procedures used 
by the Chicago health department is the 
dirt test applied on the farms, at the fac- 
tories, or in the stores and in the streets. 

The method is described in its annual re- 
port for 1911. ° It consists of a little filter in 
which the milk filters rapidly, because it 
filters into a bottle from which some of 
the air has been exhausted, 

Most of the visible dirt in milk is stable 
manure. However disgusting that may be, 
the real harm is done by the growing bac- 
teria washed from the stable manure. 

The best test of dirt is the bacterial couft. 
If fifteen drops contain less than 10,000 bac- 
teria the milk is, and has always been, clean, 
If more than 10,000 and less than a few hun- 
dred thousand, it is, and always has been, 
moderately clean, If in the millions, it is, 
or has been, dirty.

The present baron is the fourth of his line. 
When he succeeded to the title and estates 
he had a lawsuit on his hands which threat- 
ened to deprive him of a considerable portion 
of his property and which began in a rather 
curious way, or, rather, was accompanied 
by an incident somewhat out of the common. 
It seems that when the second Lord Hunting- 
field married in 1810 the daughter and heires¢ 
of Chaloner Arcedeckne of Glevering Hall, 
Suffolk, it was regarded asa matter of course 
that the Glevering hall estates would de- 
scend without question to Lady Huntingfield. 

On the death of Chaloner Arcedeckne the 
Huntingflelds entered Into possession. 

One day, during the lifetime of the late 
peer, three bicyclists rode up to Glevering 
hall and asked to be shown over the place. 
They were courteously received. and tlie 
aged butler showed them over the superb 
country seat, pointing out to them the mas- 
terpieces in the picture gallery. . 

Suddenly the eldest of the three visitors 
informed the butler that they had made up 
their minds to stay in the place, as it be- 
longed to him, the speaker, and that he was 
determined to exercise his right of owner- 
ship, adding that, in acting thus, he was 
following the advice of his lawyer, for che 
place belonged to him and tn no sense what- 
ever to Lord or Lady Huntingfield. 

Convinced that he had a gang of lunatics 
to deal with the butler called for assistance. 
The village policeman, the gamekeepers, the 
carpenter, and others quickly responded, 
and the visitors were carried out of the house. 

Thereupon the claimant served notices of 
his alleged title on all the tenants, who were 
warned to pay the rent to no other person 
than William Block.

The 
sons had a life interest in the property, and 
leased it to the Arcedecknes, who came into 
Possession, 60 it was alleged, as tenants oniy, 
The sons left no descendants. As the next 
heir neglected to collect the rents from ihe 
Arcedecknes the latter acquired possessory 
ownership. 

However, the daughter married one Brady, 
and the issue of this union was a daughter. 
who married John Block, from whom the 
claimant was descended. 

Eventually the case was brought into court, 
which decided that the claim was barred by 
the statute of limitations, Yet the necessity 
of defending the suit put the late peer to 
considerable expense and trouble.

Chicken Farm. 


LIVE IN SCREENING WOOD. 


‘Tempting Fries Lure Hungry 
Autoists from Road 
Near Worth. 


Miss Rosa May and Mrs. Gertrude Croxon 
of Worth, Ill., have discarded skirts and 
have taken to wearing overalls. They have 
a pair for every day and a pair for Sunday. 
' These, with a blue shirtwaist and a cute 
blue sunbonnet, they say, makes the ideal 
out of door costume. 

Mrs. Croxon and. Miss May formerly lived 
in Chicago, where they had to dress like 
other women. Miss May was a bookkeeper 
in a downtown office. She was getting a 
good salary and she had saved up some 
money. 


| Lured by Chickens, 
One day Mrs. Croxon mentioned chickens— 
. ané it was good-by bookkeeping. The two 
women bought a chicken farm a mile end a 
half south of Worth—“ Woodside Chicken 
Farm” they call it. That wae three years 
ago 

They were heppy et the new place; the 
incubators turned out new chickens by the 
hundred; there were apple and pear and 
peach trees, strawberries, blackberries, 


everything, Only one thing gpoiled thd life— 
ekirts. 

They always were getting in the way. You 
couldn’t knee! down on the ground to gather 
up a “setting of eggs without ‘getting the 
skirt dirty, you couldn’t chase a etrey chick 
without falling all over yourself. 

This difficulty had to be met—and the only 
conclusion—baggy trousers overalla. It took 
some nerve at the beginning, but now neither 
Mise May nor Mrs. Croxen would do without 
them. 


Hidden by Fringe of Wood. 

A fringe of thick woodland hides the 
chicken farm and its owners from the road- 
side and from public view. Only when they 
go for their mail do they don a skirt. 

Automobile parties have made a specialty 
of the chicken dinners served by the ‘‘ Over- 
all Women.” The “ pound and three-quar- 
ters’ chickens with the country gravy have 
made the two women independent. Then 
there is the sale of the eggs, and they have 
geese and pigeons, which hungry automo- 
bilistsa seem to fancy. 

“It was hard at first,” said Miss May, 
“and neither of us was strong on leaving 
Chicago, but I don’t want to live anywhere 
else now. Weget up at 4 o'clock in the morn- 
ing and go to bed at dark, and we are happy 
and healthy, and we are getting quite rich.

Modern Sins Attacked 
at Desplaines Meeting. 


ODERN sins were the subject of attack 
at the Desplaines camp meeting of 
Methodists yesterday. These sins were 
defined by speakers as: 

Impurity, Industrial 
Display, Political my 

The sins of ministers which hinder their infiu- 
ence were declared to be: 

Not keeping up with times. 
Depending on old sermona. 
Desire to make money. 
Talking too much, 

Mixing in local gossip. 

“The sin of impurity,” said the Rev. J. Hastie 
Odgers, pastor of the Epworth Methodist Epis- 
copal church, Edgewater, who preached the 
morning sermon, “is the most rife, ddngerous 
and deadly sin of the day. It ig so serious a 
menace that it has raised the question whether. 
society can continue under its evil influence. 
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“The churoh must not be squeamish in speak- 
ing of sensual sins. It is a false modesty that 
requires us to keep silent. Because there are 
chapters in the Bible not suited to public read- 
ing, nor for children, is not a sign that they are 
not valuable to read at a proper age. The public 
school board of Chicago is to be commended for 
providing for instruction on these delicate but 
essential matters. It is glorious that an aroused 
citizenship gives us hope that we will not cease 
in hunting out vice resarts until we shall drive 
them from our city. 

“ The sin of display is mot confined to the rich. 
It characterizes the poor'as well, until the min- 
ister who denounces it is laughed at. Women 
are’ not as a class as guilty of gross sins as 
men, but by their love of display they do their 
share in working ruin to the country.” 

~~: 

Industrial and social sins were described and 
denounced by the Rev. D. D. Vaughan, pastor 
of the First Methodist Mpiscopal chureh ef Har- 
vey. 

“I have known men in large DdDusiness enter- 
prises who could steal from the city govern- 
ment by securing unlawful franchises, by tak- 
ing advantage of the lack of watchfulness on 
the part of officials, and in at least one in- 
stance, by selling inferior and impure foods 
and at the same time could sit in the chief seats 
fm the church and even be fervent in prayer. 

“The church ought to go into politics enough 
to clean up moral conditions. In Harvey, where 
it is unlawful to have saloons, there were at 
the beginning of the year thirteen saloons in 
operation. Our union révival, conducted by 
Hart and Magann, aroused the people so that 
Wwe secured the majority on the board opposed 
to the saloons, We have already closed the 
most disreputable places and we expect next 
spring to clean out all of the saloons.” 

~~ 

The sins which hinder the success of certain 
preachers were described by the Rev. H. G. 
Jackson, River Forest. 

William Jennings Bryan, secretary of state, 
was cited as an example of warning to the 
preacher who talks too much. 


“Mr. Bryan,” Dr. Jackson, said, “talks read- 
ily, ‘beautifully, and eloquently, but he talks 
too much. If he had gone on his chautauqua 


lecturing tour this summer, made his speeches, 
and pocketed the money and said nothing about 
it, there would have been none of the discussion 
and trouble that has been stirred up.” 

Notwithstanding the naming of the ministe- 
rial faults, Dr. Jackson declared that the min- 
of today is in every way superior in 
education and efficiency to the ministers of the 
past generation. 

The Rey. J. L. Walker, pastor of Cuyler Ave- 
nue church, Oak Park, criticised the general 
conference of the Methodist: church for sing- 
ing sones at its last meeting that were fingles 
instead of the standard hymns of the church.

“On Saturday night a week ago I called 
the principals together and explained the state 
of affairs. |I promised to play along, to do the 
best I could, and to remain in Chicago as long 
as possible, They agreed to remain and take 
a chance. | I thought then that I could pay 
chorus salaries on Tuesday. When that day 
came and I found I could not I assembliad 
the chorus and explained that we net aafure 


the week out at least; that I could not assure 
them their salaries, but that I did assure them 
their hotel bills and transportation home, | 
“Acting on this proposition, I asked the 
chorus to bring their hotel bille te the theater 
last Saturday. I had about $700 with which 
to meet them. To my amasement some of 
them presented bills as high as $40 and $650. 


-Thosge were from chorus girls and men earn- 


ing $20 and $25 a week, There was no ques- 
tion but that either they had lived at an 
extraordinary rate or. that the bills were 
padded under an understanding that the 
amount tn excess of the actual bill was to be 
refunded to them by the hotels. So far as 
possible I paid these bills, Also during the 
week I gave various members of the company 
small sums for immediate expenses. Conse- 
quently, the management owes the chorus anly 
about an average of $5 each. 

“In an effort to raise funds, we gave 
extra Thursday matinée, Miss Scheff ap 
ing, and took in $950, That money went 
the company. Before leaving Chicago I { 
the company that I was going to New Y 
solely’ to get money for them, and that 
what I am doing here. Their baggage is 
being held.

EN on police duty were the fewest in 
years yesterday when 1,368 of the 


force gnawed their pencils and puzzled. 


over examinations given them in the 

contest for second grade detective ser- 
geant. Cramped in the small seats at the 
Wallér and Lake View High schools, built for 
persons of half the weight of the average police- 
man, they had physical troubles quite as painful 
as in the physical examination of a short time 
ago which threw out 400 of the original appli- 
cants.

Garden, Cow, and Chickens. 


We have a family of four and live in the 
edge of town where we can keep a cow and 
a few chickens, We sold $90 worth of milk last 
year besides having plenty of milk and cream 
for our own use. The eggs we sold brought 
us $40 besides those we used. With our own 
milk and eggs we could cut down our meat 
bill. We have eggs always for breakfast and 
most always in some way for supper: In win- 
ter soup is one of our principal articles of diet, 
using milk for the tomato, potato, and vegete- 
ble soup. We all drink milk for supper and 
the children for other meals, then there is sour 
cream to cook with besides the sour milk for 
cottage cheese. Once a week we have chicken 
either boiled, baked, or fried. 

We find a good garden is another source from 
which to replenish the table. A amell straw- 
berry patch furnishes us with fresh fruit dur- 
ing the season, also some to can for winter. 
An asparagus bed gives us early vegetables. 
I can our fruit for winters and some vegetables, 
such as string beans, beeta, tomatoes, corn, ete. 

In the fall we buy ea hog and have it butch- 
ered. We have the fresh meat for winter, 
sausage, head cheese, smoked ham, and shoul- 
ders. Then salt the side pork for summer use, 
besides having our lard for the year. 

I do all my plain sewing and make over 
clothes for the children. What material I do 
buy is good. It pays to buy good shoes, then 
keep them olled and soled. 

We don't) try to keep up| with the height of 
fashion or compete with those that have the 
“wherewith.” We take in the chautauqua in 
summer and the course of lectures in winter 
and a‘good play now and then.

One of the main factors in the high cost of 
living is that our children have to have and 
use as necessities what we even in #0 short a 
time as ten years ago considered aa luxuries,

Having been.a mérchant’s wife for the last 
twelve years I have been tn a position to watch 
the change in living and buying. 

Where formerly mother came into town twice 
a year and especially in the fall and bought 
whole suits of woolen underwear, woolen skirts, 
a heavy coat, one tricot flannel dress for best, 
and always overahoes, now daughter buys for 
herself the lightest of waists and dresses, no 
flannels or overshoes, light weight hose, prefer- 
ably silk, and the rest of the dress the same. 
One Sunday dress is not enough, five or six 
changes being the rule of today with the mod- 
ern girl. With a family of four oA five daugh- 
ters how can the price of living Dp but be 
high? 

I have no patience with people who substi- 
tute oleomargarine for butter, molasses for 
jelly, cheap meat for good, ete. That is not 
economy. Buy good things to eat and save 
your health. By good things I mean whole- 
some oatmeal: and cornmeal mush with real 
cream and one good roast, which will last 
longer than six poor ones and is much more 
palatable. Bake your own bread and cakes, 
have your own garden, and solve the high cost 
of living for your own family. No one will 
do it for you, for the present high cost of living 
is here to stay.

There does not appear to be any known in- 
atance of a giant exceeding the average stature 
of man by more than half of the normal meas- 


urement. 

the Great's Scotch giant measured 
8 feet $ inches in height, four inches less than 
Patrick Cotter, an Irishman, who died at Clifton 
(Bristol) in 1802, 

The Irish giant “O’Brien” (Charles Byrne), 
whose skeleton is preserved in the museum of 
the Royal College of Surgeons in England, was 
8 feet 4 inches in height. 

Chang, or Chang-woo-foo, the Chinese giant, 
whom Prof. Lankester saw several times in 
London in 1880, was 8 feet 2 inches high and a 
perfectly well proportioned, good looking man 
of charming manners. 

All these, however, were exceeded by Winkel- 
mater, an Austrian, who was exhibited in Lon- 
don in 1887 and was 8 feet 9 inches in height. 

®, again, was exceeded by Machnow, a Rus- 
sian, born at Charkow. He stood 9 feet 3 inches. 
Machnow ia the tallest giant of whom there is 
any trustworthy record.

Black in Nature. 


Nature is sparing in her use of black, and 
hides most of it in the earth. Even in the dull 
days of the year, the eye meets bright notes of 
color, ; 

Dumas’ “ Black Tulip” is not impossible, nor 
is the black auricula, and one mé@y artificially 
induce melanism in a pansy by dropping ink into 
water, as one may make the yellowhammer very 
dark, almost, if not quite black, by feeding per- 
sistently with hemp-seed. But black is not dom- 
inant in nature’s plan. Though there are cattle 
and cats, pigs and poultry of like color with the 
blackbird, yet big bays move between the shafts 
of wagons, brown and roan cattle fatten in the 
folds of farms, white faced, white limbed sheep 
cut the turnip roots in fields, From beast and 
bird the prevailing colors are grays and browns. 
Black slips in, however, and asserts itself in 
summer in the small insects, whirligig beetles, 
which skim the surface of a pool, and in the 
embryo frogs which congregate in masses at the 
shallow side of a pond. 

Natural selection rarely runs to black. The 
whole tendency appears to be “my darker to 
lighter coloration. The gray crow is the longest 
separated from the ancestral stock, and black 
rabbits or sailver-gtays turned down by them- 
selves, as has been done on one of the islands of 
the Scilly group for the sake of the pelts, re- 
vert, if not interfered with, to the. ordinary 
“bunny color.”

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| SUBWAY DELAY STIRS MAYOR | 


Attacks Responsible Aldermen, 
but Gets Little Hope. 


URGES APRIL REFERENDUM. 


But Committeemen Call Plan Vague 
and Have Third Scheme. 


Mayor Harriton yesterday made an effort 
to hasten action on subway plans for Chi- 


cago. He berated the local transportation | 


committee for its dilatory tactics; but was 


given little encouragement that subway ac- || 


tion would be attempted before fall. 

Instead of proceeding with the purpose of 
getting the two subway ordinances before 
the counell so they may be acted on before 
the summer adjournment, the aldermen 
agreed both measures should be turned over 
to subcommittees for study. One of them 
provides for downtown subways for the ele- 
vated roads and the other for an “ independ- 
ent, comprehensive” system. 

The mayor has urged that both be placed 
before the voters on a referendum in April 
so they may make a choice between them,but 
the aldermen contended a third ordinance 
providing for subways for the street cars 
should be submitted at the same time. They 
argued that with elevated through routing 
in effect thése lines will not need the sub- 
way trackage sto much as the surface lines. 


Before Council for Years. 

* This question of subways has been before 
the council for years,” said Mayor Harrison 
in urging action. “‘ We have been uphill and 
downhill on the proposition, and we find our- 
selves just where we started when I took 
office. It seems an utter impossibility for 
this committee to get subway ordinances into 
shape, 60 I caused them to be prepared, and 
they now aré before you; but, if you are go- 
ing to wait for the supervising engineers, you 
might as well wait until this administration 
goes out of office. 

“If you wait until then these propositions 
can’t be submitted-to the voters until 1915 
or 1927, or more likely until we are all lying 
in Graceland or Calvary cemetery. I don't 
propose to have it said it is the fault of the 
administration that subways are not built,” 


Replies to Capitain. 

AM. Henry D. Capitain criticised the ordi- 
nance for the subways for the elevated roatis 
as Vague in its provigions.

EXPORT CALL IMPROVES. 


Corn Bulls Helped by Weather 
Conditions West; Oats 
Shorts Best Buyers. 


Steadier prices at Liverpool, reports from 
the northwest indicating conditions ideal for 
the development of black rust, and lighter 
pit offerings were responsible for @ stronger 
market far wheat here yesterday. At the 
start offerings were extremely light, and 
while there was more liberal sales by com- 
mission houses on the advance to 87e for the 
September, the demand appeared to be large 
enough to take care of it. Final prices were 
to 1\4c higher. 

Weather conditions northwest have been 
favorable for rust development, but so there 
has been little indication of its existence over 
any important area. It is still too early for 
it’ to spread as a rule, and with right condl- 
tions for it the trade will probably have any 
number of reports during the next few weeks.

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NEWS AND GOSSIP OF BOARD OF TRADE.| 


Black rust reports were received from .one or 
two points, although it is considered a little early. 
Le Count sent several messages from the north- 
west saying that conditions had been extremely. 
favorable receritly for the spread of black ruat, 
and that he was investigating certain sections 
where rust was indicated. There has been con- 
siderable rain lately, with cool night and warm 
day temperatures, which is said to be favorable for 
the development and spreading of the plague. 
Minneapolis reports said that conditions were 

‘similar to the black rust year of 1904, when there 
Was enormous damage. According to one pessi- 
mistic view of the North Dakota situation the crop 
is in a bad way. If it rains enough to provide 
ample moisture it is claimed the crop will be late 
enough to suffer from frosts, and on the other 
hand if it is dry there will not be much of a crop 
to freeze. However, northwest grain men are 
not anticipating any such calamity, and there 
has beeh no heavy country buying of wheat. Re- 
cefpts in thé northwest are large enough to indi- 
cate that the old crop supplies will lap over into 
the new crop season, the same as in the winter 
wheat markets. 

> 

Indications are that while receipts of wheat at 
Chicago during July will be heavy as the result 
of the early movement of winter wheat, the 
accumulation of stocks here will not be corre- 

spondingly large. There has been a lot of wheat 
sold for prompt shipment and it is believed the 
bulk of the hard winter wheat will be shipped 
out about as fast as it arrives. Some old No, 2 
hard sold at 3igc prernitum over the September 
the last day or so, which indicates that new wheat 
will be in excellent demand for a time at least. 
Rains in Illinois and Indiana have retarded harvest 
in some sections and in some quarters it was 
stated that offerings of Missouri wheat come to 
Chicago were moderate.

The relatively strong tone to the foreign markets 
is creating comment, some of the wheat traders 
being of the opinion that the bull features abroad 
had been minimized or else the declines on the 
other side would have been more pronoun 
The late harvest which is said to be a week to two 
weeks has not been mentioned much until the 
last day or two, the weekly crop summary gen- 
erally indicating foreign crops were about normal. 
The late firmness at Liverpool yesterday was due 
to the reports of heavy rains in Russia, which 
may delay harvest, and the havy rains in France 
were responsible for strength in the Paris market.

Lyle wired Chapin from Evansville, Ind.: ‘*-The 
more I see of this soft wheat crop the bigger it 
gets. It is a large crop and a good one. It is well 
off the flelde, and the farmers are said to be sell- 
ing it. Around Vincennes the lowest yield known 
to this time is éighteen bu; crops twenty-five to 
thirty-five bu are’the rule. The grain is heavy, 


and, under a test, proved less grains to the bushel 
than the tests in St. Louis. In this feature is 
much enlargement of the crop.

MILLS BUSY IN DULL SEASON; 
OUTLOOK PROVES CHEERFUL, 


Shut Down, Except in Isolated Cases, 
Only Three Days During July—Rate 
of New Orders Holds Up. 


New York, July 16.—[Special.]—The Iron 
Age will say tomorrow: 

“With few exceptions, chiefly in the case 
of isolated iron rolling mills, the shutdowns 
at steel plants and finishing mills this year 
were limited to July 4 and the Saturday 
and Sunday following. The prompt resump- 
tions last week indicate the pressure the 
continued large consumption is putting on 
the mills, particularly in the heavier lines. 

“With the limitations imposed by money 
conditions“ron and steel works are dealing 
miore and more with the country’s upkeep re- 
quirements; it ig the unknown factor, the 
time and the extent of the release of funds 
for new enterprises, that accounts for the 
diverse views entertained in the steel trade 
as to its course in the late months of the 
year. Cheerful views predominate, but thig 
week Pittsburgh reports are less confident 
than heretofore. 

“It can at least be said that in most 
products the rate at which new orders are 
being booked as held up this month, fn the 
case of the steel corporation amounting to 
nearly 25,000 tons a day, while one important 
bar interest has received new orders and 
specifications nearly — to its capacity 
in that product. 


“The situation tin wrought pipe ts probably 
stronger than that in any other product, both as 
to prices and demand. In general the line is 
still to be drawn between heavier and lighter 
products, the latter showing weakness, while bers, 
plates, and structural shapes maintain contract 
prices, 

‘* These prices have been named on surprisingly 
prompt deliveries, in some cases, however, and 
the large milis are making efforts for orders that 
a short time ago have been passed by because of 
their small size and early deliveries. 

‘* Some struetural business which has been held 
up for financing has been released in New York 
City. 

‘‘In the Chicago district and the central west 

competition in sheets has developed, as 
geome of the milis have run out of orders, but 
buyers are not loading up. 

** The situation in wire products has not tm- 
proved, and wille no new announcements as to 
prices have been made, Pittsburgh reports an 
expectation that some change is impending. 

‘* The pig iron market has been more active. with 
lower prices on northern iron in the east and cen- 
tral west, while in the Chicago district local 


makers have withdrawn the lowest prices recently
